A Hope newspaper 32 years ago car- 


rying an account of the death of 
Augustus H. Garland, famous Hemp- 
stead county citizen who became at- 
torney general of the United States, 
came to light last week when a local 
man was cleaning out an pld trunk. 


The newspaper is the Hope Chron- 


icle, Vol. 3 No. 5, dated Wednesday, 
February 1, 1899, and was discovered 
by Adlai E, Mack, who lives at 703 
West Sixth 
street. The Chronicle 


was a weekly published by S. H. 
Williams, whose office was on Front 
(Division) street west of the Barlow 
hotel. The Chronicle, long since de- 
ceased, was its third year when 
The Star was established as a weekly 
publication, October 14, 1899. 


Good Local Flavor 


Strong is the local flavor of the 


news columns in this old paper. Mr. 
Garland, a famous native son of 
Washington. Ark., had died in Wash- 
ington, D. C.. January 26, 1899, and 
this was the first issue in which the 
Chronicle could tell about it, with the 
story of the actual death on its inside 
pages, gleamed from reports carried in 
the daily -papers, and a long tribute to 
the former attorney general printed 
on !he front uagc.

"After the war Mr. Garland under 


took to renew his practice in the su 
preme court, but was not permitted \> 
do so, according to the act of con 
gress passed on June 24, 1865, requir 
ing all attorneys and counsellors ti 
take the 'iron clad' oath prescribed by 
the act of July 2, 1862. Mr. Garland 
filed a brief in his own behalf in a 
case he instituted to test the con- 
stituUonaHy ' of that act, employing 
as his counsel Reverdy Johnson and 
Matt H. Carpenter. He argued the 
case himself in a masterly manner, 
for which he received high credit, and 
the decision was in his favor . . . . 
He was elected to the United State 
senate in 1866, but was not permitted 
to take his seat. In 1874 Mr. Garland 
was elected governor of Arkansas. 
He was elected to the United States 
senate without opposition, in 1876 and 
was re-elected without opposition,' 
serving until 1885, when President 
Cleveland appointed him 
attorney

At the 
decline it was said that some business 
was put through for fall deliveries, 


Average price middling 7-8 inch at 


ten markets August 14th 6.33c, - com- 
pared with 7.30c August 7th and 10.97c 
on corresponding day year ago. The 
movement of new crop cotton is not 
as free as it was at the this time year 
ago. Reported sales of spot cotton in 
the ten markets for past .week 
amounted . to 20,792 bales compared 
with 82,212 for like week last year. 


Total sales spot cotton at the ten 


designated markets as reported for 
the season 1930-31 amounted to 4,800,- 
000 bales compared with 5,000,000 and 
6,100,000 for two previous seasons re- 
spectively. According to Weather Bu- 
reau the week ending August 11, ex- 
cept for too much moisture in some 
local areas principally . in central 
states, the weather continued mostly 
favorable and progress of cotton as a 
general rule was satisfactory. 


The crop reporting board of the 


Department of Agriculture estimates 
the 1931 cotton crop, baised on condi- 
tions of August 1st, at 15,600,000 five 
hundred pound gross weight bales 
compared with 13,900,000 for 1930. 
The indicated yield per acre of 185.8 
pounds is higher than the yield seen 
in any year since 1914, when 209,2 
pounds were produced and is slightly 
higher than that acually made in 
1926, the last year in which conditions 
were uniformly good pver practically 
all of the cotton belt. 


While acreage in cultivation on July 


1, 1931, was 10 per cent less than on 
July 1, 1930, the 1931 acreage is prac- 
tically as large as in 1927 and much

Rockefeller controls the Colorado! 


Fuel & Iron Co., producing more 
coal than anyone else in the state. 
The C. F. * I. proposes to cut its 
daily wage rate from $6.52 to $5.25. 
Miss Roche is Jiresident of the 
Rocky Mountain Fuel Co., second 
largest coal producer in Colorado, 
and pays her miner* a baalc wage 
of $7 a day. 
Besides paying the high -.wage 


scale for the last three years Miss 
Roche's company has been beset by 
price wars," discrimination 
and 


other tactics employed by business 
and industrial groups out of sym- 
pathy with her policy. 


But 
within 
two years 
Miss 


Roche's miners, with their average _ 
annual income raised about $500, j 
had increased their production per 
man per day by one and one-quar 
ter tons and are 'now producing 
nearly two tons per man per day 
more than the average for all Colo- 
rado coal mines. 


This achevement In the face of a 


constantly declining Colorado coal 
production, Miss Roche says, can 
hardly be attributed to anything 
other than the company's labor 
policy.
